The Panamint Mines. 
From Mr. W. B. C a l d w e l l, who 
has just returned from Panamint, we 
learn some new and interesting items 
concerning the mines in that locality. 
Mr. Ca l d w e l l is an old miner, and has 
seen all the rich mines on this coast. 
He says the silver lodes of Panamint 
are the richest he has ever seen. 
The best grade ore now taken out 
yields from six to eight hundred dol­ 
lars per ton. The rock yields nothing 
but silver. While in the mines, Mr. 
C a l d w e l l saw some Mexicans roast 
seventeen ounces of pure silver from 
one hundred pounds of rock. A great 
deal of the richest ore is carried on 
mules to Swansea, a distance of sixty 
miles. There are quite a number of 
mines scattered about the district, 
though but little work is being done 
on any of the ledges except the Won­ 
der, Mountain View, Sunrise and 
Wyoming. These claims are located 011 
different ledges. The mines are at an 
altitude of 7,500 feet, and there is yet 
considerable snow in the vicinity. 
Some of the lodes, in fact the most of 
them, are wide and clearly defined; 
one or two are thirty feet in width. As 
yet the mines are hardly prospected. 
There are 
110 milling facilities 
nearer than Swansea. It is impossi­ 
ble to get machinery up to the mines 
by other means except 011 the back of 
a mule. Steps are already taken for 
the erection of a mill as near the 
mines as practicable, ami it is expected 
it will bo in operationin a few months. 
The lowest estimate 011 the cost of 
making a road through the eafion is 
twenty thousand dollars; it may cost 
almost double that amount. The 
holders of claims have great confidence 
in the richness of the mines, anti when 
one begins to talk about purchasing, 
half a million dollars is mentioned as 
the price of a claim. The Panamint 
mines are located near the summit of 
the mountains skirting the east side 
of Death valley. That they are the 
center of a rich and extensive silver 
mining district, there can he 110 doubt. 


Gur Port. 


With the additional steamers re­ 
cently added to the line by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company the arrivals 
and departures at Wilmington of San 
Francisco steamers will loe about five 
per week. We ought to have a daily 
line, and it is probable wo shall have 
ina few weeks or months at the 
farthest. The quantity of freight and 
number of passengers coming down 
increases with each trip, and it not un- 
frequently happens that many are un­ 
able to obtain berths days before the 
steamer sails. Two of the companies 
boats now running do not go further 
down the Coast than Wilmington. 
The railroad between this city and the 
landing is doing an immense business, 
both in freight and passengers. All 
this is a sign of prosperity, and affords 
the most conclusive proof the peopleare 
beginning to understand that there is 
a splendid country here, and also that 
the owners of steamer lines are finding 
out that Wilmington harbor is about 
as good a place to land and as safe a 
harbor as many about which a great 
deal more blowing lias been done. The 
fact is the port of Wilmington has 110 
more dangers to shipping than San 
Francisco harbor, except in rough 
weather, which seldom or never oc­ 
curs. With the improvements now 
progressing, the time is near at hand 
when we shall hear no more complaint 
about Wilmington harbor, and ships 
and steamers will come and go with­ 
out hindrance or inconvenience. 


As a warning to people who will cat 
with a fork, we may mention that an 
individual in San Francisco recently 
swallowed one of those three-pronged 
tilings. And now that fork is prod­ 
ding away at its victim’s stomach, 
and stirring up his undigested food 
while the doctors are pouring acids 
down the man’s throat in the hope of 
smelting the metal and running it 
into a bar.

The Independence Railroad. 
M r. C r a w f o r d has gone out for the 
purpose of making a preliminary sur­ 
vey of the Los Angeles and Indepen­ 
dence railroad. This is something in 
the way of commencement and will 
we hope be followed hv still more enei- 
getie action 011 the part of our citizens. 
The plan suggested by Mr. C r a w f o r d 
of running the road from Spadra 
through the Cejon pass, and of build­ 
ing it on the cheap plan detailed in 
the H e r a l d some days ago, meets the 
approbation of the company and of 
our citizens generally. The route is 
certainly the best that can he selected 
while the quality of road proposed is 
the only one we are able to build. U11 
M r. C r a w f o r d ’s plan the cost of 
building and equiping the two hun­ 
dred and five miles of road will not 
exceed $1,200,000. To put down the 
ordinary rail would cost more than 
double this amount, and place the 
work beyond the means of our own 
people. The road if built at all must 
be built with local capital, and suc­ 
cess therefore depends 011 reducing its 
cost to a sum within our reach. When 
the cheap road is completed and in op­ 
eration, then outside capital will he 
ready to invest in it and enable us to 
lay down the iron rail, not before. It 
is our work now and we must do it. 
The task is nut heavy if every man 
places his shoulder to the wheel, hut 
it is entirely too heavy for the easy 
performance of a few men. If Los An­ 
geles would secure the important 
trade this road will command, she 
must go to work—she must invest her 
money. Talk is all very fine in its 
way, hut it never built a railroad and 
never will. What is needed is action, 
prompt energetic and untiring action. 


The Resources of California." 
Several years ago J. P. H. W e n t­ 
w o r t h , of San Francisco, conceived 
the idea that a paper devoted exclu­ 
sively to giviug publicity to the re­ 
sources of our State would prove of 
great advantage in inducing immigra­ 
tion. 
Ho carried his scheme into 
practical effect, and commenced the 
publication of the Resources of Cali­ 
fornia—a large eight-page monthly 
paper. He filled it with well written, 
plain statements of fact relative to the 
soil, products and mineral wealth of 
dilFerent localities, together with a 
mass of statistical information. The 
paper was sought for in all quarters, 
and copies were sent all over the East 
and into Europe. As a channel for 
obtaining much that those who de­ 
sired to visit this coast wished to 
know, the paper was a success; but in 
a financial sense it was a failure. It 
did not pay expenses.

was, however, not disposed to give up 
the enterprise. He struggled on, hop­ 
ing for the good timo coming, and we 
are pleased to be able to say that day 
has at last dawned. The paper is now 
in a condition to maintain itself. It 
is doing much good, and is worth the 
support of every resident of California. 
Mr. D a n a C. P e a r so n , agent and cor­ 
respondent of the Resources, is now in 
this city, and will remain here some 
days, soliciting subscriptions and col­ 
lecting such information relative to 
Los Angeles valley as will he useful 
to his paper. We commend him to all 
friends of progress, and trust he will 
receive that encouragement the Re­ 
sources of California so richly de­ 
serves. 


New Road to Panamint. 
Some weeks ago mention was made 
in tiie columns of the H e r a l d that 
Mr. W. B. C a l d w e l l had started out 
for the purpose of locating a better 
and shorter road between this city and 
the Panamint mines than the one now 
in use. Tile gentleman returned two 
days ago, and informs us that his mis­ 
sion was successful. The route he has 
marked out is some thirty miles 
shorter than the old road, and runs 
over a firm surface, almost entirely 
free from sand. The new route leaves 
the old road at Desert Springs and 
goes by way of the old Laurel Hill 
silver mines. It skirts around the 
east side of the ¡Slate Range moun­ 
tains. As soon as the road is graded 
over the Slate Range, the route will he 
still shorter. There is a stretch of 
forty-eight miles without water, hut a 
well is now being dug midway which 
will reduce the distance from water to 
water to twenty-four miles. The joad 
is now good from this city to Borax 
Lake, and the remainder of the route 
only needs travel to make it equally 
solid. The total distance from here to 
Panamint by the new route is about 
two hundred miles. 


S p o n g e s in large numbers are wash­ 
ing out 011 the beach near Santa 
Barbara; yet the San Francisco dailies 
are still published, and the News Letter 
cannot note a falling off in the hum­ 
mer population of that city.

Common Counoll Proooodinn*, 
Tho Council met yesterday at tho 
usual hour. Present—Habichi, Dock- 
weiler, Valdez, Gerkins, Huber, Work­ 
man, Mascarel and Beaudry. Absent 
—Do Cells and Chavis. Minutes of 
previous meetiug read and approved 
gThe City Attorney, from the Com­ 
mittee appointed to draft an ordi­ 
nance excluding houses of ill-fame 
from certain nortions of tho city, re­ 
ported back tlie ordinance as present­ 
ed at last meeting, with tho limits 
designated as Los Angeles street alone, 
stating that the limits can be enlarged 
when desired. Another ordinance 
was also submitted of tho same pur- 
{ 
iort but comprising a somewhat 
arger section. 
On motion of Mr. Workman, tho re­ 
port of the Committee was placed on 
file. Mr. Beaudry! moved the adop­ 
tion of (he latter ordinance. Moved as 
an amendment that the City Attorney 
change the ordinance so that it will in­ 
clude both sides of street named. Mr. 
Gerkins thought that the ordinance 
should exclude such houses from the 
city limits entirely. If these charac­ 
ters arc removed from tho present lo­ 
cality, they will take up their quarters 
in other sections, where they will be 
equally objectionable. Mr. Gerkins 
moved that the ordinance be referred 
back to the Committee and that an­ 
other be drawn excluding houses of 
ill-fame from the city entirely.

The Board of Public Works pre­ 
sented tho following report with ordi­ 
nance including specifications for 
street improvements voted: 
To the Honorable the Mayor and 
Common Council of the City of Loe 
Anyelcs—G e n tle m e n : The Board of 
Public Works was in session Monday 
the llth instant, a full Board being 
present. They transacted the follow­ 
ing business, which they submit for 
your consideration: They submit a 
resolution for the widening and grad­ 
ing of Alameda street from its inter­ 
section with Main, southward to the 
city limits. They submit a resolution 
for the improvement of Main street 
from the Plaza southerly to Fourth 
street by building sewers, eluding 
said Mam street, and coustructiug 
proper sidewalks. 
They submit a resolution for the 
grading of and building sidewalks on 
Commercial street from Main to Ala­ 
meda streets. They submit a resolu­ 
tion for the opening of the proposed 
new street, from Alameda to Los An­ 
geles streets. They submit a reso­ 
lution for tho grading of Sixth street 
from Main to Bari street. The Board 
entertained the petition to build the 
sewer on Fort and Third streets; also 
the protest against the same; and as 
the signatures of tho protestants are 
over two-thirds of the property owners 
along said street, the Board does not 
recommend that said work be done. 
The Board recommends the building 
of a bridge and culvert, or two cul­ 
verts if practicable, at the crossing of 
Zanja No. 8, at Tenth street. 
The Board further recommends that 
the City Burveyor be instructed to em­ 
ploy the chain gang, and have tho 
road to the City Cemetery so fixed as 
to enable citizens to travel over it 
with safety.

Acco*mpanying tho proimsals was a 
letter from Mr. Garey, offering to do­ 
nate a number of semi-tropical trees 
for the purpose. 
On motion, the matter was referred 
to a Special Committee, composed of 
Messrs. Babichi, Huber and Beaudry. 
By permission, Mr. Gallardo ad­ 
dressed the Council in reference to an 
additional appropriation to cover the 
expense of keeping horses for work on 
Zanjas. 
The Committee on Zanjas reported 
verbally in favor of allowing $20 per 
month for that purpose. On motion, 
the report was adopted. 
A verbal report was received from 
Mr. Gerkens, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Fire and Water, in relation 
to the petition of citizens for a change 
in fire limits. Mr. Gerkins recom­ 
mended that the limits remain un­ 
changed. A test vote was taken and 
recommendation approved. 
Mr. Huber callod the attention of 
the Council to the matter of fire hy­ 
drants, and moved that the water 
company be allowed thirty days to 
put in seventeen hydrants, according 
to agreement.

Our Anaheim correspondent sends 
us tho following letter, containing a 
full report of an attempted robbery at 
that place last Tuesday night. An act 
so cowardly and so base ought to insure 
its perpetrators some grand and lofty 
tumbling from a convenient tree,with 
a rope to break their fall; and doubt­ 
less they will be called upon to per­ 
form some such circus act, should they 
be caught by tho indignant people of 
Anaheim. 
These men claim to he 
humble followers of tho chivalrous 
Vasquez, and we suppose that this is 
an example of the doughty deeds 
prompted by the carjon de caballero: 
A n a i i e i m , May 20, 1874. 
E d it o r H e r a l d : Our community 
was startled from its usual- quiet this 
morning by a report of the attempted 
robbery and murder of a lady of our 
village.' Mrs. Flora Eldridge, propri­ 
etor of a millinery and ladies’ furnish­ 
ing store here, was returning from a 
walk a little after sunset last evening, 
and while passing through an unfre­ 
quented street in the eastern part of 
the town, was attacked by two Mexi­ 
cans who had been secreted in the 
willow hedges on either side of the 
road at that place. The larger of tho 
two villains announced himself in 
good English as Vasquez, and de­ 
manded the lady’s money. 
Blie 
started to run, hut was pursued and 
overtaken by the robbers. Seizing 
her, one of them drew a large knife, 
and with an oath declared that 
he would kill her. 
She snatched 
the knife from 
his 
hand and 
threw it away, whereupon lie felled 
her to the earth, and placing his foot 
upon her neck,choked her until she was 
unconscious. 
The 
robbers then 
dragged her through the willow hedge 
and into a diteli in Mr. Lendke’s vine­ 
yard, where they left her for dead. In 
taking her through the hedge a portion 
of her dress, containing Her purse, 
caught upon the willows and was torn 
off. This the robbers failed to find, 
and the purse was picked up this 
morning with its contents untouched. 
After lying for several hours in the 
ditch, she at last partially recovered 
consciousness, and, still bewildered 
and half stupified, she wandered 
around until near midnight. Seeing 
a light, she approached it, and was 
met by Mr. Lendke, who was up at 
that hour irrigating, and had taken a 
lantern out to light him at his work. 
The lady’s clothing was saturated with 
water from the ditch where she lay, 
and upon finding Mr. Ledke, she was 
so thoroughly chilled and worn out as 
to be ready to sink with exhaustion. 
She was immediately taken to her 
home, where she has received the best 
of care from her many friends. She 
lias not yet recovered her conscious­ 
ness fully, and is still in a critical con­ 
dition from the effects of iior fright 
and rough usage she received. The 
authorities and citizens are doing 
everything in their power to discover 
the perpetrators of the cowardly net. 
This attempt nt robbery and murder I 
consider one of the direct results pro­ 
duced by the lionizing of tho thief 
ami murderer, Vasquez. Were some 
of the lackadaisical persons who go in­ 
to ecstaeies of sickisli adulation over 
Sefior Vasquez to sutler what Mrs. 
Eldridge lias at the hands of his imi­ 
tators and confederates, perhaps they 
would be cured of this silly propensity 
t® make a hero of a cut-throat. The 
individual who will lionize a thief 
simply because he lias shown unusual 
boldness in the perpetration of his 
unlawful acts, only lacks the courage 
to be as the robber himself.

He said the re­ 
sources of the country liad been largely 
depleted by extraordinary expenditure 
necessary for the removal of lepers to 
Molokai, the burial of two sovereigns 
and the election of their successors.

Viii’iUor D etails of the 
Milrder. 
From the San Diego Union, May 20. 
Tlie account given in tlie Union yes­ 
terday morning of tlie murder of John 
Overcnd and family filled the town 
with amazement. That an entire 
family, of six persons, could be butch­ 
ered in cold blood within a few miles 
of a considerable settlement, and the 
dreadful tragedy remain unknown for 
several days, seemed hardly possible. 
On reading the statement in the Uniou 
Sheriff Munsaker at once prepared to 
start for the scene of the tragedy. He 
left about ten o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing, accompanied by Deputy Sheriff 
Miller and District Attorney Hotch­ 
kiss. Up to a late hour last night the 
party had not returned. 
Yesterday afternoon Rev. Father 
Ubach, Migud Aguirre and others ar­ 
rived in the city from the scene of the 
massacre. From these gentlemen we 
gather the latest details of the dread­ 
ful affair. 
The murder was first discovered by 
a German named Meyer, who has 
some sheep at Eneinitos, and who was 
looking after them on Monday last. 
On passing the place where Overend 
lived he noticed tlie extreme stillness, 
and rode up near the houses, when he 
saw the dead body of Overend. The 
murdered man lay near the door of 
his house. After a liasty examination 
of the premises Meyer gave the alarm, 
and soon all the neighborhood was 
aroused. 
On the examination made by Father 
Ubach and party it was found that 
Overend had been killed by blows up­ 
on the head by a piece of scantling, 
measuring three by three. The stick 
lay near tlie body and was measured 
by Father Ubach. The head of the 
unfortunate man was completely 
crushed—a perfect jelly. 
Father Ubach was coming in from 
San Pasqual, and heard of the murder 
at Poway, lie went 011 to Soledad and 
there met Supervisor Cassidy and 
Miguel Aguirre, with whom lie went 
back to the scene of the tragedy. Jus­ 
tice Anderson, C. Paine, J. F. Chapin, 
Daniel O’Connell, Mr. Watson, Geo. 
Hoblin, and others were 011 the ground 
to hold an inquest. 
Tlie body ol' Overend was found as 
stated, lying near the door of his house 
—the stick with which he was killed 
lying close beside him. On entering 
tlie house tlie body of Mrs. Overend 
was found stretched upon the floor, the 
head near the stove. 
On tlie bed were two children—a boy 
of seven and a girl of five years—both 
of whom had been butchered with an 
axe.Nearby was found an infant in a 
box, used as aeradle, whose poor little 
head liad, been quite divided by the 
horrid axe. 
Under the bed was found tlie corpse 
of the oldest child—a hoy about nine 
years of age—who appears to have 
been found and murdered in that po­ 
sition. 
All of those found inside—the mother 
and four children—were slaughtered 
with an axe. 
The bodies, when found, were very 
much decomposed, hut, at tlie same 
time, it appeared doubtful if tlie mur­ 
der could have been committed prior 
to last Friday or Saturday. Tlie blood 
which covered the floor and surround- 
insrH was still bright red, showing a 
recent shedding. 
A search of the 
premises proved that nothing valuable 
had been taken away. Everything 
was found turned upside down—trunks 
opened—closets ransacked—but noth­ 
ing appeared to have been removed. 
There was evidence of a search, but 
notiiing seemed to have been taken. 
There was found a certificate of de­ 
posit in the Bank of San Diego of 
$1,000; also a note from Mr. McGoni- 
gle to Mrs. Overend for $400. Besides 
this tlie sum of $04 iu coin was found 
on the premises. 
A quantity of clothing, almost new, 
new boots, a Henry ritle, and other 
valuables were found on tlie premises 
undisturbed. Nothing appeared to be 
missing. 
Overend was last seen in town on 
the 1st day of May. He sold his wood 
on that date to W. W. Stewart & Co., 
and bought a lot of supplies from Gor­ 
don & Mazzard 011 tlie 2d instant, 
when he left for home. 
Tlie place occupied by Overend is 
about midway between Poway and En- 
einitos, and a mile and a half distant 
from Chapins. 
Tlie massacre was undoubtedly com­ 
mitted at dusk—the supper dishes 
were standing; and all tlie children 
were in their day clothes. 
Mr. Overend had lived nt San Die- 
guita for nearly five years. Two years 
ago he moved up tlie valley to a point 
a little back of lift Jolla, where Cha­ 
pin’s ranch is located.
